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Here are the mistakes in the house on page 6 


1. A living room containing 324 square feet is spacious, 
but when that room is square, it is poorly planned. Pro- 
portions should be closer to 14x21—a ratio of 1 to 11% in- 
stead of 1 to 1. 

2. Entrance hall is far too large. You didn’t see an en- 
trance hall? Neither did the owner, but that’s exactly what 
his living room turned out to be. 

3. Den has no closet. A den doesn’t need a closet when 
used as a den, but without a closet you can’t convert that 
room to a guest room or third bedroom. That’s what the 
owner discovered a year later when a second child was born. 

4. Because of its depth, living room will be dark in spite 
of the big picture window on the street. Better Homes & Gar- 
dens doesn’t always approve picture windows on the street 
side, so if you marked that down as an additional error, you 
have our blessing. 

5. Big closet off living room is badly placed. If it is an all- 
purpose closet for card tables and the like, it should open off 
the bedroom hall. To use it for guests’ coats, rubbers, and 
galoshes means carrying them all the way across the room. 
The owner would have been wise to widen his garage two 
feet, put a coat closet near the front door, and use the rest of 
the extra space for storage in the garage for bikes and gar- 
den tools. 

6. Fireplace should be either moved at least four feet 
away from the front wall so you can group furniture around 
it, or else it should be built into the front corner facing the 
center of the room. 

7. Garage is too short. Most low-priced cars will fit, but 
they'll fit with so little room at front [ Turn to page 286

INCOME TAY

Sere for a “legal loophole” to hold your income tax 
down as low as possible? 

By all odds, your best bet is to make sure you’re not 
one of the 15 million Americans who will pay Uncle Sam 
more then he has coming. 

About 50 percent of them make mistakes in reporting 
income, 20 percent get fouled up on deductions, 15 per- 
cent are wrong about exemptions and dependents, and 5 
percent—almost a million taxpayers—apparently can’t 
add. And mistakes are costly in t2vo ways. If you fail to 
pay enough, there is a 6-percent interest charge on the 
delinquent amount. If you fail to claim legal deductions 
and exemptions, your overpayment may never be dis- 
covered, and you're out of luck. 

You don’t have to be an expert to prepare a return that 
takes advantage of every legal benefit. Just follow these 10 
steps that private and government experts follow in mak- 
ing out a return. You'll get the same results. 


1. Study previous tax returns 


Certain items, such as depreciation schedules, ordinari- 
ly must remain constant. If you trust to memory and change 
the rate, you may pay extra for the error. Checking pre- 
vious returns will remind you of deductions and exemp- 
tions that you might be overlooking now. Also, there may 
be deductions you wish to claim that you didn’t claim be- 
fore. If you do make new or different claims, the govern- 
ment will want to know why. You must be able to prove 
such changes legitimate, and more than an attempt to 
evade taxes. Checking previous returns is a good refresher 
and makes it easier to start on your current return. 


2. Report income correctly 


You can lose money in fwe ways by not reporting your 
gross income correctly. If you fail to include taxable in- 
come, you lay yourself open to the 6-percent interest 
charge on the delinquent amount owed, a 5-percent 
negligence penalty, and perhaps a 50-percent fraud penal- 
ty. On the other hand, if you include and pay taxes on 
income that’s exempt, you're giving money away. 

For tax purposes, income is defined as gain derived 
from capital, from labor, or both, or gains resulting from 
the sale or other disposition of property. That seems to 
cover everything, but there are over 300 kinds of income 
that you do not have to report or pay taxes on. Some ex- 
amples are municipal bond interest, gifts, life insurance pro- 
ceeds paid by reason of death, certain payments to veterans, health 
and accident benefits, and so on.

It’s important, then, to take a good look at all your in- 
come, to see if any of it can be omitted from your reportable 
income. For instance, a friend of mine cashed in $6,000 
worth of savings bonds, and paid a tax on the total in- 
terest earned. He didn’t know that the interest on his 
bonds up to $5,000 bought before March 1, 1941 was tax 
exempt. He paid an extra tax of over $100. 

But not reporting income under the impression that it is 
exempt is a tricky business, and you’d be smart to check 
all doubtful items with the tax office. 

Fred V , for example, was called in by his boss 
and told that the firm was so pleased with his work they 
were giving him a gift of a hundred dollars. Since the boss 
said “gift” and not “‘bonus,” Fred didn’t report the hun- 
dred as income. Two years later the government asked 
for taxes on the hundred, plus interest. 

The government held that, no matter what the boss said, 
the money was paid for services rendered, that it had been 
earned, and was a taxable bonus, not a tax-free gift. Last 
year, on the other hand, Fred was married, and when the 
office force took up a collection for a wedding present, the 
firm chipped in. This was a gift, and the money did not 
have to be reported. 

There’s really a thin line between taxable and nontax- 
able income. Two women,a Mrs. Craft and a Mrs. Dugan, 
shared an apartment. Mrs. Craft, a retired teacher, lived 
on a pension she received from the Carnegie Institute for 
the Advancement of Teaching. Mrs. Dugan, whose hus- 
band had been a city fireman, lived on his pension. Hav- 
ing no other income, neither woman filed a return. The 
government demanded that Mrs. Dugan pay income tax. 


The ruling is that a city fireman receives his pension as 
part payment in recognition of services rendered, again as 
the result of labor, and it is taxable. The teacher on the 
other hand, had never performed any services for the 
Carnegie Institute, and the money was considered a 
charitable contribution in the interest of teaching. 

If you receive a gift, you do not have to include the 
value of it in your return, but any income earned by the 
gift is taxable. A father gave his son a small apartment 
house worth $30,000. The 30 thousand was not taxable 
income for the son, but the rents he received for the apart- 
ments were taxable. 

But as mentioned before, there is an important line 
that divides a gift from an earned bonus. A recent popular 
motion picture showed the troubles of a man who won a 
jack pot and had a wild time trying to raise the money 
to pay taxes on his winnings. Although he won his re- 
wards on a “giveaway” program, he had to answer a 
certain question correctly to win, and no matter how

Indoors, it has proved a highly potent roach, fly, 
ant, and mosquito killer. One room sprayed with a 2 
percent emulsion of heptachlor remained free of all 
insects for nearly two years. 


The new insecticide has not yet been authorized for 


use on food crops, but this would be its big use if 


federal approval were granted. 


Gladiolus pest control 


A new control for seed-corn maggot, which causes ex- 
tensive injury to the gladiolus on the west coast and in 
other sections, has been announced by entomologists 
at the University of California.

Heat no substitute for light 


Inexperienced home-greenhouse operators often try to 
make up for the lack of sunshine in cold weather by 
turning up the heat. This is exactly opposite from what 
they should do: Heat does not substitute for light, but 
merely makes lack of it all the more serious. Heat 
should be lowered on dark days. 

House-plant growers will find oftentimes that plants 
which love sunshine in summer can be grown if kept 
quite cool in winter when sunshine intensities are low. 
Thus the garden marigold, a semitropical plant, does 
well in a south window if air temperatures do not go 
much above 55 in the room. 


Dollar return from vegetables 


My analysis of returns from my own vegetable garden 
shows that year after year, snap beans give the greatest 
dollar return. Tomatoes are next, lettuce, third, and 
Zucchini squash, fourth. 

Tomatoes would be tops if production measured 
value, but no family can eat all it produces from an 
average planting, and market values on tomatoes are 
lower when home-garden vines are producing.

Make all your steps important

Steps are something you can’t ignore. 
By their very nature, they focus 
attention on themselves. Reasonably 
smooth treads and absolute 
steadiness are the first requirements.

our narrow city lot in Morristown, New 
Jersey, was a permanent problem, and 
the only solution was to move, But 
finally we recognized its possibilities 
and acted on them. 

We did most of the work ourselves 
with materials at hand. We achieved 
privacy, outdoor living areas, and room 
for our hobby of gardening. All this with 
a modest outlay of money. 

Our garden still doesn’t have every- 
thing we want—but the future changes 
already are planned, and will come 
when we can afford them. Meanwhile, 
we are completely happy with what we 
have accomplished. 

Here are the difficulties we faced: 

The lot was only 45 feet wide, and 110 
feet deep.

This one, designed by Architect Stephen A. 
Stepanian and decorated by Robinson’s, is a 
winner on both counts. 

It has a U-plan for the food-preparation center 
that brings major equipment and storage cabi- 
nets into a compact working relationship. 
Furthermore, the cabinets are individually 
planned for their particular roles. Cooky sheets 
and serving platters are filed in the cabinet next 
to the range, and utensils swing out of a cabinet 
adjoining the sink. 

Clever design also angled two walls of the 
kitchen to provide space for a laundry that works 
on the assembly-line system. Clothes start at the 
loading counter next to the automatic washer 
and progress through the automatic dryer.

theless aimless, wanderings. We 
had both begun to miss puttering 
among our prized azaleas, the fa- 
miliar nooks in our old house, our 
favorite home-cooked dishes, and I, 
my comfortable, tobacco-drenched 
den. 

The great idea suddenly dawned 
on me in Tucson. Driving past 
Davis Monthan Air Base brought 
memories flooding back. I sudden- 
ly remembered adventuring, des- 
ert-ratting Tim Casey, one of my 
favorite comrades during the war 
Tim and his fanciful stories of the 
desert—prospecting trips, digging 
for ore, lost cities. During one of 
these bull sessions, he had told me 
of a fantastic, isolated, yet very ac- 
cessible place in the Mexican 
Sierras, a forgotten little town he 
intended someday to return to and 
“do absolutely nothing.” 


fAs I recalled from his enthusias- 
tic description—one I found later 
to be 100 percent correct it was 
an ancient mining town, founded 
in the Sixteenth Century. The min- 
ing had petered out, but this semi- 
ghost town had once been power- 
ful and wealthy, with more than 
25,000 souls. Now it counted a bare 
3,000. Its once-great mansions were 
half in ruins, but it was still an 
architectural gem. And _ living 
there, according to Tim, was so 
pleasant, comfortable, and cheap 
that anybody could afford it on a 
small income. 

That night I told Jody about it 
By the gleam in her eyes, I could

Haunting tunes for a few centavos 


Leisurely weinvestigated Alamos. 
Walking the streets of this ancient 
town, which had been forgotten by 
Father Time and which in turn had 
somewhat disdainfully returned 
the favor, was like strolling arm-in- 
arm with romance and history. On 
bars of silver laid on this very street 
from that imposing casa yonder to 
the Cathedral, a beauteous, young 
bride had once picked her way to 
early Mass. Her aged, adoring hus- 
band, the fabulous Don José Maria 
Almada, who had fathered no less 
than 43 children by two previous 
wives, could not bear to see her 
soil her feet in the muddy rain 
water. So he simply ordered his 
servants to lay out silver on top of 
the muck. 

Such grandiose gestures came 
naturally to this forgotten town, 
once so rich with seemingly in- 
exhaustible mines that it became 
the seat for a Bishop, had its own 
mint, and was even once the capi- 
tal of what is now our own Arizona. 
It was one of the main stations on 
the Camino Real (King’s Highway) 
from Mexico City to San Francisco, 
and it played an important part in 
the founding of the city at the 
Golden Gate. It was in 1775 that 
Capitan Don Bautista de Anza 
made his memorable overland 
trek from Sonora, via Tucson, with 
some 177 members in his party. 
Forty-nine were from Alamos. 


ie the José Maria Almada man- 
sion, a large number of silver coins 
were unearthed in subterranean 
passages by a poor merchant who 
had rented it.

Here’s how you can 
Nave by raisin 
your own plants 


By Dr. L. C. Grove 


, ee get an added feeling of accomplishment out of 
gardening—and it will be cheaper, too—if you grow your 
own flower and vegetable plants from seed this year. 

The two most important points for success are: 

1. Give your seedlings sun as soon as they are up. 

2. Don’t let the seedlings dry out. 

If you begin now, you'll have the pleasure and satisfaction 
of your own plants ready by the time it’s warm enough to 
set them out. 

Buy good-quality seed of the varieties you want, and fol- 
low the step-by-step directions presented here: 


Before sowing vegetable or 
flower seeds, disinfect them 
with a dust available at your 
seed store. Tear off a corner 
of the seed packet. Take as 
much dust as will stay on the 
tip of a pocketknife blade 
and insert it in packet as 
shown. Close opening and 
shake briskly for about 10 
seconds. Seeds will be coated 
and ready to go in the soil 


1, A small, shallow box like this will start a good many plants, 
takes only minutes to build. Pieces of broken clay pots over drain- 
age cracks in bottom will prevent clogging. Spread soil lumps (like 
those in front of box) over bottom before you fill with soil mixture 
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2. Mix equal parts of sand, soil, and peatmoss or rotted leaves. Pile 
mixture high in box. Press down firmly along sides with your hands 
to prevent cracks around edges from carrying away water. Soil poros- 
ity is more important than fertility in making seeds grow quickly 


3. After firming soil around edges, scrape off surplus with a board as 
a straightedge. Or make a soil tamper, as above, by nailing two bits 
of lumber together. Now firm the loose soil with tamper or a smooth 
brick so it is spread evenly about % inch below top of the seed box

himself many adult pleasures in 
order to give his children lavish al- 
lowances because “I don’t want 
them to skimp and do without, the 
way I did when I was a child.” 
However, for every parent who 
lets his emotions influence his 
judgment, there will be dozens of 
others who resolve to tackle the al- 
lowance problem squarely and in- 
telligently, only to discover that 
there is no one right way to handle 
it—that it rests with each family. 


Fe example, the Duncan boys 
—aged 11, 14, and 16—have 
earned money ever since they were 
old enough to rake leaves or push 
the lawn mower. They baby-sit 
with the neighbor’s children, carry 
papers or help on a paper route, 
and do odd jobs. They’d think it 
*‘sissy”’ to have an allowance. They 
are, however, given a certain sum 
each week to pay for carfare, school 
lunches, supplies, and, now that 
they are older, some articles of 
clothing. Candy bars, movies, 
comics, and other “‘junk,”’ they pay 
for from money they earn them- 
selves. Gifts to members of the fami- 
ly are also paid for from money 
they earn—and no gifts are more 
highly valued by any parents. 
The two Harris girls, 10 and 12, 
are given 60 cents and a dollar, re- 
spectively, each week. They do no 
“work” for this money. Of their 
own free will, or “for love” as the 
youngest says, they make their beds 
every morning, set the table, and 
wash or dry the dishes at least once 
a day. They are given the oppor- 
tunity to earn extra money by 
working around the house or yard. 


The reverse of this picture is seen 
in the family with four youngsters, 
5, 12, 13, and 16. The mother of 
this brood says, “Johnny, who is 
5, receives 5 pennies a week. The 
12- and 13-year-old girls each get 
1 dollar a week. This is to cover 
movies, bus fare, afterschool ice 
cream, and small purchases. Our 
other son, when he reached 16, 
was raised from 2 dollars a week 

which he got from the time he was 
14—to 3 dollars a week, because 
he’s now at the age where he does a 
little ‘sparking.’ This 3 dollars also 
has to cover all of his bus fares, 
movies, school games, and the like. 

*‘All three of the older children 
are expected to do certain chores 
each week for this allowance. The 
girls wash their socks and under- 
wear, and change the sheets on 
their beds. Chris takes care of the 
outside of the house—yard work, 
driveway, garage cleaning. In 
winter he takes care of the furnace.” 

The fact that all three of these 
systems are completely different, 
yet all function smoothly is of little 
help if you are coming face to face 
with the allowance problem for 
the first time. 

That allowances are a vital sub- 
ject was demonstrated recently in 
Des Moines, Iowa, by Paul Durrie, 
director of that city’s Adult Educa- 
tion Program. Seeking an interest- 
ing topic for the annual Family 
Life Conference, he asked P.T.A. 
groups in all of the grade, junior,

and senior high schools to submit 
case histories of problems that per- 
plexed them. 

The subject of allowances topped 
all the rest. 

Typical was the following case 
history: ‘“Tom is 8 and goes to an 
elementary school. He has a small 
weekly allowance which he saves 
or spends as he pleases. Most of his 
playmates have a much larger 
amount to spend, although some 
never have more than a penny. He 
often competes with his playmates 
in buying candy or gum as a bribe 
for friendships or favors. Money 
has been taken from his pocket in 
the cloakroom. Tom, himself, has 
been known to take things from 
stores—as have others—because his 
money was stolen or because he 
did not have enough.” 


; group of mothers asked, 
“Should children’s allowances be 
in proportion to their fathers’ in- 
comes or should parents try to keep 
in line with those of other children 
in the neighborhood? What about 
the child who has thrift explained 
to him but does not respond as his 
brother and sister do?” 

A comprehensive questionnaire 
on the subject was prepared and 
under the heading “Homework for 
Parents” was sent out to the par- 
ents of the 28,000 children in the 
Des Moines public schools. 

Within 48 hours, nearly two- 
thirds of all the questionnaires had 
been filled and returned. Profes- 
sional pollsters would have been 
content with a 10-percent return! 

At once, a corps of volunteer 
P.T.A. workers began checking the 
answers. By the time the survey 
was finished, there was enough in- 
formation to provide a Ph.D. can- 
didate with a year’s work. 

A sampling of the more than 
10,000 questionnaires, which had 
been checked by both parents, re- 
vealed that nearly all children 
should have regular allowances. 
The most common reason given 
was that allowances helped chil- 
dren learn how to use money. 

About half of the parents of 
grade-school children believed that 
the decision about an allowance 
and its amount should be made by 
the parents. The other half felt it a 
matter for decision by parents and 
children. On the junior- and senior- 
high level, parents were more apt 
to believe it should be a cooperative 
decision. 

Many parents felt that the 
amount of the allowance should be 
proportional to the parents’ in- 
come, and the majority agreed it 
should vary with the child’s age. 

Two-thirds of all parents be- 
lieved that children should work 
for their allowance, but only 
about one-fifth felt that the entire 
allowance should depend on this. 
More believed that there should 
be a small allowance which could 
be added to if children were help- 
ful in the home. 

Parents of older children were 
more inclined to give a free hand 
in the use of the allowance, but 
agreed they should counsel with

A. first, the tranquillity of this 
“City of the Poplars” actually came 
as a shock to our United States 
nerves. After we got in step, we 
discovered how soothing the pace, 
how salubrious the climate, 
clean this little town actually was 
And above all, how remarkable its 
inhabitants; helpful, gentle, un- 
sophisticated, completely tourist 
unconscious. Wherever we went, we 
really welcome. Generally 
poor by our standards, they always 
insisted on giving something 
homemade sausage, flowers, dulces 
fruits, delicious chichar 
rones (fried pork scraps), which 
took the place of bacon. 

Alamos, with its Spanish-Moor- 
ish architecture and the soft patina 
of the ages, certainly cast its spell 
on us.

Seated on her patio under a 
great mango that threatened to 
bury us under an avalanche of 
fruit, we would listen for hours to 
her playing on the magnificent 
grand piano in her reception room.

Every time you see or buy a Mexi- 
can Jumping Bean, there’s a good 
chance that it was exported by this 
same Joaquin 

his smart caballero, the new 
type of Mexican whose motto no 
longer is manana but ahora (now), 
also started with littl capital but 
plenty of cabeza (head). Now he is 
the acknowledged czar of the fur, 
hide, and frijoles brincadores (jump- 
ing beans) business 

The jumping bean occurs only 
near a few springs in the Sierra de 
\lamos—nowhere else in the en- 
tire world. Joaquin wrote me: 
“One afternoon of July, 1921, came 
to my father’s shop an American 
named Dunlap, to whom I pro- 
posed a small lot of jumping beans, 
which he bought, paying me a dol- 
lar for 1,000 beans This sale 
caused me a great enthusiasm, and 
I immediately started to offer 
beans to the U.S.A.” 


Mow, 30 years later, Joaquin Her- 
nandez exports some 10 million of 
these jumpers and lives in a casa in 
Navojoa that would put many a 
Hollywood estate to shame 

Silver mining around Alamos 
has come to a standstill because the 
ore is low grade, while costs and 
taxes are high. There's still some 
gold mining on a small scale, and 
we often had natives at our door 
offering small quantities of gold at 
United 
States standard. As a matter of 
fact, our door and patio were never 
quite free from peddlers, mostly 
shy children, who would offer a 
couple of eggs, a chicken, or bas- 
kets of exquisite embroideries for 
sale at shamefully low prices. The 
pay-off came one afternoon when 
Jody had just purchased 5 pollos 
(chickens), with Josefa’s assistance. 
When my trusting wife let them 
loose in the back patio, they im- 
mediately sailed over the 20-foot 
walls into the streets.

(.. of the greatest thrills that can come to a home 
handyman lies in watching a workshop develop through 
the years. Sound, careful planning is all-important. 
Start making your master plan as soon as you become 
familiar with the basic hand tools. 

You'll modify your plan, of course, as your shop and 
your interests develop. Make sure each change is for the 
better. If you don’t, you may find yourself in the. sad 


position of the man with a large investment in tools— 
who spends his leisure time playing cribbage. 

Your plan should be comprehensive enough to help 
you avoid two pitfalls: 

First, it should tell you where you will put major 
benches and cabinets, storage racks and tool hangers, 
shelves and power tools, so each unit may be used effi- 
ciently without interfering with another. [ See page 160 
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Grinder. Your grinder, mounted on stand or 
bench, requires less than two feet of clear space 
for most operations. Special attachments will 
speed sharpening, increase accuracy. You can use 


wire brushes, fabric wheels for buffing operations 


Circular saw. Assign a central position in your 
shop to a circular saw. You need all the clear 
space you can get on all sides, depending on the 
length of lumber you cut. Diagonal positioni 

as here, increases space available for ripping 


Drill press. Versatile drill press will function 
efficiently in a corner, so long as you leave clear 
space in one direction for a long board. As you

Second, it should help you avoid 
costly duplication of purpose in 
your selection of tools and other 
equipment. 

To help you plan your workshop, 
Better Homes & Gardens has de- 
veloped the model workshop pic- 
tured on page 158, one that would 
thrill any home handyman who 
has advanced past the 10-thumb 
stage. 

With such a shop, you can 
handle a wide range of handyman 
jobs, from repairing a brooch clasp 
to building handsome furniture. 
True, it may take you years to 
build up such a shop. The cost may 
have to be spread over many a 
birthday and Father’s Day and 
Christmas. But no matter how 
long it is in arriving, your shop 
should go according to plan. 


Oniy you can decide the direction 
of growth. While most handymen 
prefer woodworking, perhaps 
metalworking appeals to you. In 
that case, your basic power tools 
would be a metal-turning lathe, a 
metal-cutting band saw, perhaps a 
small forge. 

The heart of any shop is a solid 
workbench, equipped with vises. 
(See “How to Plan a Home Work- 
shop,” February, 1951, Better Homes 
& Gardens, page 63.) 

Beyond the basic bench, you'll 
find a need for constantly expand- 
ing your storage space. Each new 
hand tool must be stored some- 
place. With power tools, you will be 
adding accessories to increase their 
versatility. You'll have to find 
places to put your accumulations of 
hardware and lumber and paint. 

That means adding shelves and 
cabinets as you go—and your first 
problem is assigning space for such 
storage units, to be built as the need 
arises. A full wall of storage units in 
your shop will not be too much. 


‘hee comes the question of what 
power tools to buy first, and where 
to put them. The photographs 
show one approach to the problem. 
But the final answer on tool selec- 
tion must be determined by your 
interests. If you are developing a 
shop strictly as a spare-time hobby 
center, and want to turn out small 
projects in a hurry, you might well 
decide to put a scroll saw ahead of 
all the power tools pictured on your 


list. 

With the basic power tools pic- 
tured—grinder, circular saw, drill 
press, and jointer—you can speed a 
great variety of handyman projects. 
Consider their space needs as you 
plan your shop. The grinder is first 
on the list because it keeps your cut- 
ting tools—chisels, planes, and bits 
—in perfect working order. Then, 
among major power tools, the cir- 
cular saw is most useful. In addi- 
tion to ripping and crosscutting, 
you can miter and dado, plough 
and groove, shape and mold, sand 
and smooth, cut metals and grind 
tools with a circular saw plus the 
right accessories.

cause the job it does—truing up 
edges and surfaces perfectly—can 
be duplicated only by tedious 
hand-planing and sanding. It is 
not a versatile tool, but you can use 
it to make cupped boards usable, to 
cut moldings, tapers, and bevels, 
to cut tongues and tenons for furni- 
ture joints. A jointer combined with 
a drill press enables you to dupli- 
cate the precise mortise-and-tenon 
joints that distinguish commercial 
woodworking. With a jointer, you 
could use a portable electric drill to 
good advantage. 


—~ 

Should your interests run to a 
multitude of small handyman jobs, 
repairing as well as building, you'll 
probably want that jack-of-all- 
trades, the drill press, before you 
geta jointer. In addition to drilling, 
attachments let it do jobs like cut- 
ting tenons, shaping, sanding, 
routing, carving, mixing paint, 
polishing, cleaning, buffing. If you 
expect to do much work involving 
end drilling into long pieces, a 
floor-model drill press will be best. 
But for normal shop work, a 
bench model serves nicely. 

If your shop space is limited, per- 
haps one of the multipurpose power 
tools will fill your needs. (See 
“Give Yourself a Power Work- 
shop,” December, 1950, Better 
Homes & Gardens, page 66.) 


a these basic power tools, 
you'll be considering others as you 
begin to specialize. A band saw, for 
example, will let you cut curves in 
heavy stock. It should be placed in 
a clear floor area, with space 
enough for large pieces to be 
pushed through the blade.

After 
school, he and the boy next door were playing in ‘lim’s 
back yard; a squabble started, and the other boy suf- 
fered a bloody nose. After dinner, Tim’s dad had to rush 
in and stop a hair-pull between Tim and his younger 
sister. At night, when all was finally quiet, Dad and 
Mother had only one thought: ““A/ust kids fight?” 

How many times have you had that thought? 

It’s natural to wish that kids weren’t so rough and wild. 
When they hurt other youngsters or adults, or when they 
destroy property, it’s no wonder that you feel disturbed. 
Or embarrassed—if you have to pacify the parents of the 
child yours has hit or hurt. 


Bu you may as well accept the fact that it’s normal and 
natural for children to be aggressive. Just as normal as it 
is for them to like the circus, or cowboys, or birthday 
parties. Youngsters —girls as well as boys—are aggressive 
because the process of growing up makes them so. 
Psychologists have determined that aggressiveness is 
always a result of a feeling of personal frustration. And 
growing up-—whether it seems so or not is a pretty 
frustrating business. Boys and girls are bound to find it so 
because, first, they are so much smaller and weaker than 
the big people they live with. And because they are con- 
stantly asked to conform to rules and standards they 
didn’t make and can’t change. Also, kids are naturally 
self-centered, and it’s frustrating to them to have to 
gratify other people’s wants and needs as well as their 
own. It’s inevitable that they should show some hostility 
and aggressiveness. 

Actually, parents should be seriously concerned if their 
boy or girl never expresses any hostility. The child who is 
always docile and agreeable is seldom getting along as 
well as he seems to be. Within him, he feels as much anger 
and resentment as a belligerent youngster—perhaps even 
more. But he doesn’t dare to express any of it, because he’s 
deeply afraid of what might happen to him if he did. He

not so good if he never does;

knows, by instinct or from experience, that his mother or 
father will react most unfavorably to his outburst, and 
he’d rather choke down his feelings than face their anger. 

Ihe youngster who is openly aggressive may be just as 
concerned over his parents’ reaction, and anxious to avoid 
it at all costs, but his feelings overwhelm him, and he can- 
not control them. Afterward, he feels guilty and ashamed 

no matter how brazenly he has acted. His guilt makes 
him feel more frustrated and unhappy, thus more ag- 
gressive and more fearful of parental recrimination. The 
sad cycle can’t help but repeat itself, again and again, 
unless he’s lucky enough to have parents who don’t con- 
demn him and his behavior, because they understand that 
aggressiveness is normal and natural. Actually, aggres- 
siveness is more than normal—it’s necessary. The boy or 
girl who is able to express his real feelings openly and 
candidly is starting early in life to be an independent, 
self-reliant person who can stand on his own two feet and 
fight his own battles. It is critically important for kids to 
learn how to declare their rights, how to attack problems 
squarely and courageously, how to approach other people 
without fear. If these lessons aren’t learned during the 
years of childhood and adolescence, they may well never 
be learned at all. All of us know adults who are so passive 
and servile that everybody walks all over them. It’s a safe 
guess that most of them fell into their dismal pattern as 
youngsters, when their normal and natural aggressive- 
ness was squelched. 


Tes important to make clear here what is meant by the 
word normal. If the boy next door is always fighting with 
your kids and cannot play peacefully for 10 minutes at a 
time, is that to be considered normal aggressiveness? If 
one of your youngsters is constantly battling with his sister 
or brother, or with you, is that normal? Definitely not. The 
normally aggressive boy or girl is one who is occasionally 
hostile and unfriendly. Most of the time he seems happy 
and satisfied and gets along pretty well with you and with 
other youngsters. 

On the other hand, a child who shows an unbroken 
pattern of excessive hostility, can certainly be said to be 
abnormally aggressive. There’s a world of difference be- 
tween normal and abnormal aggressiveness, and parents 
should make sure they know which kind their youngster 
is demonstrating before they attempt to deal with it. As 
you'll see in the following paragraphs, each needs to be

Must kids fight? 


First, how to handle normal ag- 
gressiveness? Let’s discuss the case 
of 77-year-old Greg and the 5!¢- 
year-old boy who lives next door 
Ihere are no kids closer to Greg’s 
age on the block, so he plays a lot 
with the younger boy. Usually, 
they get on pretty well, but every so 
often Greg hauls off and hits the 
other boy, or yanks away one of his 
toys, or teases him. 

Should Greg’s mother keep hands 
off, on the grounds that her boy 
doesn’t behave this way often? 
Certainly not. Her Greg shouldn't 
get the idea that it’s perfectly all 
right to hit or hurt his playmate 
He needs to learn how to get on 
amicably with other people, and 
how to respect their rights and feel- 
ings. At the same time, he needs to 
know that it’s natural for him to 
feel mad at other people once in a 
while, that everybody feels that 
way sometimes. 


| might Greg’s mother put 
these feelings across? If she catches 
him about to hurt the other boy, 
she should try to prevent the at- 
tack. She shouldn’t- scold him or 
shout at him, or do anything tu 
make him feel frightened or guilty 
Quietly and casually, she should at- 
tempt to divert his attention. Or 
say: “You mustn’t do that; that’s 
not friendly.’ Or say, “I know you 
feel pretty mad right now, but it 
isn’t good to hit or hurt people. It’s 
better if you ta/k about how you feel 
than if you fight.” 

Unfortunately, Greg’s mother 
said none of these things. She 
scolded and punished the boy for 
his aggressive behavior. She de- 
manded that he apologize, and 
dragged him over to the other boy’s 
house to do so. And often she hit 
him (or had her husband do so) so 
that he’d know how it felt to be 
deliberately hurt. Many parents 
don’t realize that striking or slap- 
ping an aggressive child is futile, 
and very dangerous. All it does is to 
convince the boy or girl that this is 
a cruel world, and that big, strong 
people are out to hurt him. The re- 
sult usually is that he becomes 
much more hostile and belligerent. 


Unhappily, Greg’s parents are now 
finding that out. 

If Greg’s outbursts had been 
handled in a calm and friendly 
way, there would gradually have 
been fewer and fewer of them. Of 
course, no child can learn in one 
week—or one month—how to con- 
trol his impulses and confine him- 
self to socially acceptable behavior. 
But gradually he will learn, if he 
gets understanding and encourage- 
ment from the adults around him, 


Ue important technique a par- 
ent can use is to encourage the 
youngster to blow off steam in in- 
direct ways. See that he enjoys 
plenty of hard, active play. When 
he’s out of doors, let him be free to 
run and jump and climb. Have 
him wear clothes he can get dirty 

Don’t object if he gets /umself 
muddy or dusty. Inside, see that he 
has toys he can pound and hit and 
punch. Hammer and nails, punch- 
ing bags, finger paints, and clay are 
good toys for this purpose. En- 
courage him to identify himself 
with rough-and-tough characters 
on the radio or on television, and if 
he wants to yell at the villain, just 
hold vour ears. 

Don’t expect that he won't pick 
another fight, once you have pro- 
vided all these effective outlets. 
Some aggressiveness is bound to 
show itself, especially at times of 
strain—such as when he enters a 
new school, or moves to a new 
neighborhood, or gets a new broth- 
er or sister. It shouldn't last long, 
and it’s nothing to worry about. 


Now let's consider the boy or 
girl whose aggressiveness is con- 
tinual and incessant. Eleven-year- 
old Harold was like that. He fought 
continually with his younger broth- 
er, thought nothing of striking the 
9-year-old if he refused to do his 
bidding. He was equally hostile 
toward his classmates, although few 
of them came anywhere near him. 
Whenever a new boy moved into 
the neighborhood, Harold would 
promptly start a row with him. He 
was always rough and tough with

his parents, too. And they didn’t 
do much about it. Once in a while, 
they gave him a sharp talking to, 
but usually they told each other 
that he was just showing healthy, 
boyish energy and they oughtn't 
to hem him in. They were sure he 
would soon quiet down. 

But Harold didn’t. Excessively 
aggressive youngsters never do 
quiet down of their own accord. 
Actually, a boy like Harold wants 
to be made to stop what he is do- 
ing. He knows deep down that his 
behavior is wrong. He feels guilty, 
and that only drives him to further 
misconduct. Too often, his ex- 
plosions become more and more 
violent, as Harold’s did. One day 
he deliberately pushed a little girl 
down a flight of stone steps. The 
girl’s legs were fractured, and she 
lay in a hospital for three months. 


Hearoid’s parents were deeply 
disturbed, of course. They were 
even more disturbed when they 
realized that they had _ been 
largely responsible for Harold's 
attack. Had they taken action 
when the boy’s aggressiveness first 
showed itself, they might have 
stopped it from reaching such ex- 
tremes as violence and injury. 

When chronic aggressiveness 
isn’t checked in its early stages, it 
all too frequently gets totally out of 
hand and ends in a violent explo- 
sion. Authorities on young criminals 
have found that nearly all had long 
been hostile and aggressive in their 
relations with their parents and 
other youngsters. Hardly any of 
the parents, however, had been 
seriously concerned by their child’s 
behavior or had sought help in 
handling him. 


Sostetnnes, parents fail to check 
aggressiveness because they don’t 
recognize it. Youngsters often ex- 
press anger in indirect ways. They 
may, for instance, take out their 
hostility against inanimate objects. 
Parents may assume, mistakenly, 
that they break or destroy things 
because they are careless or clumsy. 
Thirteen-year-old Lynn’s parents 
assumed that. She was always 
breaking dishes and tearing her

clothes, and her sister’s. At school, 
she broke glasses in the lunchroom, 
spilled ink over her desk and books, 
scratched and marred her desk 
with a nail file or pen point. Her 
books and papers were always torn 
and mutilated and could rarely be 
re-used after she finished with 
them. There is litde hope of getting 
such a youngster to be more order- 
ly and cooperative, until it is rec- 
ognized that her behavior is de- 
liberate and aggressive. 


Bs and girls also tell a lot about 
how they feel toward others by the 
way they treat themselves. The 
case of Jay is a typical one. At 6 
months, he constantly banged his 
head on his crib and chewed on the 
crib railing. At 2, he fell down the 
cellar steps, fractured a bone in his 
leg. At 7, Jay suffered burns on 
both arms when he grabbed a hot 
saucepan and spilled its contents. 
At 9, he fell off his bicycle and 
broke his ankle. His parents kept 
telling him to be more careful, but 
they knew their admonitions would 
do no good. They had no idea that 
he was turning on himself some of 
the intense hostility that he wished 
to show toward other people. 

Why did Jay feel hostile? That's 
an important question to ask about 
any excessively aggressive young- 
ster. Once you know why he feels 
as he does, it may be a lot easier to 
change his behavior. 


W. said before that aggressive- 
ness was always a product of frus- 
tration. If a youngster is abnormal- 
ly aggressive, it is because he feels 
an unusually deep sense of frustra- 
tion and despair. Any number of 
things might cause a child to feel 
this way. Perhaps he isn’t as intelli- 
gent as most youngsters. Perhaps he 
is particularly ugly, or physically 
deformed. He may be suffering 
from a physical illness. Certain or- 
ganic diseases (such as encephali- 
tis) can cause extreme aggressive 
behavior. In most instances, how- 
ever, the excessively aggressive 
youngster is not physically ill or 
below par. His sense of frustration 
exists because his emotional needs 
are not being satisfied. In one way 
or another, his parents and sisters 
and brothers fail to make him feel 
that he is accepted and respected 
and sincerely loved. 


Tn some cases, a youngster is de- 
liberately rejected by his parents, 
and naturally his resentment is in- 
tense. Often, though, parents may 
provoke hostility even though they 
try to meet their children’s needs 
and wants. “‘Most parents have lit- 
tle idea how to avoid generating 
hostility in their children,” Psy- 
chiatrist Leon J. Saul has said, 
“or how to handle their children’s 
hostilities once they are generated.” 
There are three common ways in 
which parents may fan their young- 
sters’ resentment. First, by subject- 
ing them to physical violence— 
either as punishment for their ag- 
gressiveness, or just for no good 
reason. Second, by pampering and 
indulging them to an extreme de- 
gree. Third, by fostering rivalry 
between brothers and sisters.

@. What are the types of glassware? 


A. There are two types of glassware—hand-blown and 
hand-pressed. Handmade American glass is still made by 
craftsmen who work by sight and feel, much as a freehand 
artist does. Since the days of antiquity, glassmakers have 
used silica sand as their basic ingredient and fused it under 
white-hot heat with lime, lead, and alkalies. The propor- 
tions of these ingredients vary with secret chemical formulas 
used by each glasshouse. 


Q. What is meant by hand-blown stemware? 


A. Goblets, like the one at right, sher- % 
bets, beverage glasses, bowls, and dec- 
orative figures are literally “‘blown.” 
They are transparent, lustrous, free from 
distortions. Hand-blown stemware is 
usually more expensive than hand- 
pressed glassware. 


@. Is all hand-blown stemware flawless? 


A. No, there is no such thing asa flaw- 
less handmade glass. In fact the minor 
flaws in glassware such as mold marks, 
tiny bubbles, seeds, and ripples prove it 
is handmade. 


@. What is hand-pressed glassware? 

@ A. This is glass shaped in a finely de- 
tailed metal mold. Plates, heavy bowls, 
and larger pieces, as well as some of the 
heavier stemware, are made in this 
fashion. 


@. How is glass decorated? 


A.It can be cut, etched, or enameled. 


@. How is cut glass made? 


A.This is the oldest method of decorat- » 
ing glassware and is still popular. Cut- 
ting is done by pressing glass against a 
revolving wheel. The artisan memorizes 
the pattern and cuts freehand, with no 
marks on the glass to guide him. 
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@. What is etched glass? 


A. The design is made by dipping glass 


into an acid bath which eats into it, ex- 
cept where the surface has been pro-

@. What is meant by crystal? 


A. Rock crystal. The phrase “rock crystal,” which has 
come to be accepted as the finest in handmade stemware, is 
used in the modern sense as a trade term to indicate a hand- 
cut, polished design on clear glass. It also means that lead 
oxide has been used as one of the chemical ingredients of the

To measure for a bedspread: 
Take these measurements 
. Head of box spring to foot 
. Corner to corner across 
bottom. 
. Top of box spring to floor, 
plus 2% inches. 
. Depth of mattress already 
made up plus 2 inches for 
overhang of spread. 


To measure for a headboard 
cover. Measure: 
5. Height of headboard 
6. For fringe yardage, up each 
side of headboard from point 


where legs begin and across 
top, plus twice length of bed, 
plus one width, plus 2 yards 
for trimming end of bolster, 
and 2 yards to be taken up 
in making. (Fringe, like cord- 
ing, must be put in “‘easy,”’ so 
it cannot tighten edges.) 


Now for your arithmetic: Box- 
spring ruffle: Multiply total of 
No. 1 and No. 2 by 2. 
Example: If No. 1 is 61% feet

parents because they treated him 
too harshly. Like too many parents, 
they had only one recourse when 
any difficulty arose; they shouted 
and spanked. They offered no com- 
fort or understanding. When a 
youngster is treated with violence, 
he may bend over backward to 
avoid invoking his parents’ wrath 
His hostility must have some outlet 
so he may turn it on himself, as Jay 
did 

On the other hand, 13-year-old 
Lynn’s parents were too indulgent 
They had always coddled and 
fussed over her; had given in to 
every whim; had never made any 
demands on her; fought her battles 
for her, When a youngster is pam- 
pered and overindulged in this way, 
she cannot possibly develop any 
self-reliance or any feeling of inde- 
pendence. She can’t feel capable of 
solving problems on her own, or 
of standing up for her rights. She 
feels too inadequate to do anything 
but run to her parents for protec- 
tion. Naturally, she feels very frus- 
trated and resentful. 


Hearoia, the boy who pushed the 
little girl down the steps is typical 
of the third group. He was the 


younger of two children—his sister 
was three years older, a lovely- 
looking and particularly precocious 
child. Harold was expected to 
equal her in every way, at school, 
at camp, in dealings with other 
youngsters. He couldn’t help but 
feel bitter toward parents who 
seemed only to want him to meas- 
ure up to some ideal they had con- 
ceived, and never considered his 
capacities and limitations.

You may not recognize that any 
of these patterns exist in your home, 
and yet your youngsters may be 
seriously hostile and aggressive. In 
that case, it might be advisable 
for you to seek outside help, so that 
your child’s problems may _ be 
studied and your home situation 
analyzed. 

Don’t get the idea, though, that 
unless you find out why your young- 
ster is so aggressive, you can do 
nothing to improve his behavior. 
Sure, it is useful to know the rea- 
sons why he acts as he does. But 
you can do a lot to help him even 
if you don’t know the exact cause 
of his excessive aggressiveness. 


a 
T he most important thing you 
can do is to let him know you don’t 
condemn him for his behavior, and 
that no matter how he acts, he can 
count on you for understanding and 
help. Then you can encourage him 
to express his inner feelings in in- 
direct, harmless ways: through 
play, through hobbies, through 
active participation in household 
responsibilities. 

This isn’t to say that you should 
fill up his life for him. He should 
feel free to express his interests and 
feelings, and to spend his time the 
way he wants to, with the friends 
he chooses. He should feel free to 
pick his own hobbies, his own play- 
things, and to decide which house- 
hold jobs he wants to take over. 

Naturally, the more satisfying 
and interesting he feels his life to 
be, the less time and energy he will 
have for fighting, or for sulking. 
And the less he will need to resort to 
violent, aggressive behavior.

platters and bowls. He, like Tom, 
deducted his expense, but the de- 
duction was not allowed. 

Allen, the government held, was 
working in wood primarily for recre- 
ation, and as a hobby, despite the 
incidental income. Tom, on the

[hese two rulings are clear, but 
what if you earn $100 or $250 in 
your spare time? Can you or can’t 
you deduct? If you have such a 
claim, the government will want 
complete facts in order to make a 
ruling. If you can prove this extra 
activity is primarily income, you 
can deduct. If not, you cannot de- 
duct expenses, although the extra 
income is taxable. 


ry 
The second way to look for a tax 
savings under business deductions 
is to check all allowable personal de- 
ductions to see if any can be listed 
as bu s deductions. Here is how 
the same expense can cut your tax 
payment by being deducted on 
Page 2 of the tax form instead of on 
Page 3 

Ralph D rented a room 
in his house to a young college stu- 
dent. It was such a minor item that 
Ralph never thought of the renting 
as a nonbusiness activity for gain 
although he included the rent in 
reporting his gross income of 
$4,000. And since his personal de- 
ductions for contributions, interest, 
taxes, etc. came to less than $400, 
Ralph filled out Short Form 1040 
and claimed the standard personal 
deduction of 10 percent of his ad- 
justed gross, or $400. That left his 
taxable income at $3,600 

\ year later, on the advice of a 
friend, Ralph figured his allowable 
nonbusiness deductions in connec- 
tion with renting out that room. In 
addition to suc h costs as redex orat- 
ing, he found that since that room 
re presented one-seventh of his 
house, he could deduct one-seventh 
of his costs for light, heat, and utili- 
ties, and one-seventh of his pay- 
ments for mortgage interest and 
property taxes, and claim these de- 
ductions as business, rather than 
personal, expenses. 


Raiph found that he actually 
had $100 he could claim as a busi- 
ness deduction. That reduced his 
adjusted gross income to $3,900 
And since he could take 10 percent, 
or $390 as his standard deduction 
for personal expenses, it reduced 
his net income to $3,510, and saved 
the taxes on $90. 

It’s to your advantage, too, to 
scan all personal expenses for items 
that can be deducted from gross in- 
come to lower the adjusted gross. 

It is generally known that any 
loss suffered from the sale of a per- 
sonal residence is not deductible 
But if you have to move from your 
home before it is sold, and it stands 
empty, you can deduct the costs of 
maintaining the property until the 
sale. These would include the cost 
of heat, taxes, and other necessary 
expenses,

For you can 
live in a house without it being 
your residence, and you can have it 
considered a residence without liv- 
ing in it. For example 

If you buy houses with the idea 
of fixing them up and selling them 
at a profit, the money vou spend is 
a business expense, tne house is a 
capital asset, and those expenses 
are deductible. If you lose money 


on the deal, the loss is deductible 


Bu if you start building a house 


for a home and have to sell before 


the house is occupied. and you suf- 
fer a loss, that loss is not deductible 
Your intention was to have a pet 
sonal residence. Your inter 
cides your tax status 

Also, if you intend 
residence and fix it up for 
painting, improving the grounds 
etc., and sell at once, you can de- 
duct these costs as expenses against 
making the sale. But if you do the 
fixing up and don’t sell your house 
for several months or a year, you 
may only be allowed to deduct part 
of the cost in the form of deprecia 
tion. And if the government feels 
you fixed up the house fore you 
decided to sell, to improve your 
home for yourself, none of the ex- 
penses are deductible 4in, in- 
tent determines the taxability. 


hile it is true that you may 
find a source of tax savings in your 
house, be careful! This is probably 
one of the trickiest sections affect- 
ing the average taxpayer, and noth 
ing can be taken for granted in ad- 
vance. Practically every claim has 
to be settled on an individual basis, 
with the individual facts determin- 
ing the tax ruling. Deductions 
arising from the sale of a house 
should never be claimed without 
expert advice 

There’s a great deal of confusion 
in regard to deductible and nonde- 
duc tible personal expenses If you 
itemize instead of taking the stand- 
ard deduction, be sure on everv 
item. Health and accident insur 
ance premiums are deductible only 
to the extent that they can be in- 
cluded in medical costs. Life in- 
surance premiums are not de 
ductible 


. can run into trouble by de- 
ducting loss that’s not allowed. If 
your diamond ring is sto/en, you can 
deduct the loss (if not covered by 
insurance). But if you merely Jose 
the ring, the loss is not deductible 
The determining factor in allowing 
a personal loss is usually whether or 
not you could be considered neg- 
ligent. If a city water main breaks 
and your kitchen is flooded, you 
can deduct the loss. The breaking 
of a city main is an “act of God.” 
If you forget to turn off the faucet, 
its an act of negligence. If one of 
the kids wrecks the kitchen that 
way, you'll have to ask for a ruling 

Some of the worst headaches are

1. Avoid claiming expendi- 
tures as expenses 

An expense is a Charge against in- 
come, and may be deducted in full 
An expenditure is a charge against 
capital, and must be deducted over 
a period of vears as depreciation. 
One landlord repaired a roof on a 
tenant's house; another landlord 
put on a new roof. The cost was 
about the same. But the first man, 
who repaired, could deduct the en 
tire amount as an expense. The 
second man had to depreciate. The 
repair of a roof is considered a nec- 
essary expense in maintaining the 
property at its previous level, while 
a new roof prolongs the life and in- 
creases the value of the house 

A car bought for business use 
would be an expenditure, and de- 
prec iated. A new set of tires would 
be an expense, and wholly deduct- 
ible. If you use a car partly for bus- 
iness. only the business percentage 
of expenses and expenditures are 
deductible 


I, a doctor buys magazines for 
his patients to read, that is a busi- 
ness expense. A new text on some 
phase of medicine is an expendi- 
ture, since it increases his knowl- 
edge or value 

If you use your car a great deal 
in your business, you may be al- 
lowed to depreciate it in three 
years. If the business use is light, 
you may have to depreciate it over 
a five-year period. 

At the present time, it would 
probably be to your advantage to 
have a longer schedule, since it 
gives you a deduction in each of 
five high tax years, instead of only 
three. Better find out what the

your business use of the car 

Of course. your big danger in 
calling an expenditure an expense, 
is that when you lose the deduction 
there’s that 6-percent penalty on 
the delinquent amount 


5. Deduct where most 
advantageous 

As the experience of Ralph 
D showed, it’s to your ad- 
vantage when claiming the stand- 
ard 10-percent deduction to see 
how much of your personal ex 
pense can be deducted from gross 
income as a business deduction 
Anything that reduces your ad- 
justed gross income reduces your 
tax 

Certain taxes which cannot be 
deducted as personal taxes when 
itemized, such as federal excise 
taxes, hunting and fishing licenses, 
and auto inspec tion te es, may be de - 
ducted as business expenses ul so 
incurred 


6. List general expenses in 
detail and keep supporting 
statements 

Sometimes the government will 
accept an estimated figure on ex- 
penses if the figure seems reason- 
able. But this is a favor. If it de- 
mands exact figures and supporting 
bills and receipts and you can’t 
produce them, you may lose the 
deduction. It’s a good idea to key- 
number eac h suppor ting Statement 
to the tax schedule it fits. This will 
make filling out the return easier, 
give you a comprehensive view of 
your financial conduct, and satisfy 
government questions 


7. Choose the best tax form 
for your purpose 


You have a choice of three tax 
forms, each with advantages 

Form 1040A: May be used onl) 
if your gross income is under 
$5.000, collected as wages, with no 
more than $100 income from other 
sources. It is simple to fill out, be 
cause the government does all the 
figuring for you 

It allows 10 percent of your in- 
come to be deducted for nonbusi- 
ness deductions, but does not allow 
you to deduct any business, travel, 
or reimbursed expenses 

It will save money for the em- 
ployee who has no business ex 
penses and whose itemized personal 
expenses would be less than the 10 
percent allowed 

Short Form 1040: May be used 
by any taxpayer whose adjusted 
gross income (income after business 
deductions) is under $5,000. It’s to 
your advantage if you're a wage 
earner, as it allows you to deduct 
away-from-home-overnight- travel 
and business, and local reimbursed 
expenses, as well as deductions for 
expenses in earning extra income 
rhe 10 percent of adjusted gross in- 
come allowed as a standard de- 
duction for personal expenses will 
benefit a taxpayer whose actual ex- 
penses are less 

Long Form 1040: May be used 


by any taxpayer, and must be used 
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Continued from page 205 


if your adjusted gross income is over 
$5,000. It is the only form that al- 
lows you to itemize personal de- 
ductions. If your legitimate per- 
sonal deductions are more than the 
standard allowance, you will save 
by itemizing 

Since the 1949 provision relating 
to split incomes, there is no reason 
for the average taxpayer to consider 
a separate return. Its use is usually 
limited to certain cases where hus- 
band and wife each have suffered 
large capital losses 

\ joint return is usually best 
Even though your wife has no in- 
come, she is allowed a taxpayer's 
exempuons. On a separate return, 
you couldn't claim support of your 
wife’s niece or nephew. On a joint 
return, in which your wife assumes 
the status of an equal taxpayer (and 
is equally liable), she can claim a 
$600 exemption for support of that 
Same niece 

The only way to find out which 
form will save you money is to try 
them out. If you have done 
everything correctly up to this 
point, you will find the most ad- 
vantageous form without trouble 


8. Make a trial draft in 
pencil 

It’s easier to erase on the same 
form than to spoil a dozen that you 
go at in ink before you're sure of 
every detail 


9. Check your addition! 

It’s silly to be one of the million 
taxpayers who increase their taxes 
by failing to add correctly. Even 
if you’re good at arithmetic, the 
tired mind can play tricks. Call in 
a fresh observer for that final check. 


10. When in doubt, find 
out in advance 


The greatest tax eXpert in the 
your local tax office—is 
ready to help you make out a cor- 
rect return. Do what the experts do 
Bring down those doubtful and 
borderline cases and find out where 
you stand. If you take a chance on 
a doubtful item, it may cost you an 
extra 6 percent, or even more

Many people hesitate to consult 
their tax office for advice because 
they are afraid the government 
men won't allow them to claim 
certain deductions. But remember 
this: Between January 1 and March 15, 
you can claim a ng you think 

ht. The government men may 
advise you not to make a claim, but 
the income tax is a self-assessment 
tax, and you are the final authority 
on what you want to put down until 
your account is audited. Then, if 
you are in the wrong, you'll pay in- 
terest. If you ask for aid after 
March 15, the local office can deny 
any claims it considers incorrect. 

Taxes are up and going up, but 
your correct tax is the lowest tax. 
Don’t add up your mounting tax 
bill by being careless or reckless. 
Define the terms, apply them to 
your situation, and when in doubt, 
find out in advance. You'll be 
money ahead.

ri. you discovered foam rubber as a handyman ma- 


terial? Light, clean, durable, and incapable of packing down, 
it brings almost any upholstering job within easy reach. 

Working with foam rubber demands little more than the 
ability to wield shears and spread cement. Its cost is more 
than offset by the ease with which you can handle it. 

You can buy foam rubber in solid sheets from 1 inch 
thick up to about 14 inches, and in cored utility stock from 
34 inch to 4! inches. If you can’t find a piece big enough 
for your job, you simply cement two pieces together.

With a roller, you can paint the walls of 
an entire room in a single evening, even if

A paint roller is versatile. With it, you can 
apply oil-base or water-mix paint, enamel, 
varnish, stain, sealer, glue size, or even liquid 
wax on floors. (But don’t try shellac or lac- 
quer; they dry too fast, tend to pile up in the 
roller and spoil the finish.) 

As to the surface, the roller will paint

While these four traits have been more or less understood 
by doctors and marri counselors, their full significance 
has been spotlighted sharply by a recent study 

The study was made by Dr. Florence Hollis, who has 
written it up in a new book, Women in Marital Conflict, pub- 
lished by the Family Service Association of America. An 
associate professor of social work at Columbia University, 
and experienced in counseling many married couples, she 
studied wives in 100 families with marriage difficulties. This 
was a random selection of families helped by 11 large family 
service agencies. Of all ages, religions, and incomes, these 


probably represent a good cross section of American families. 


Ana in family after family, one or more of the four traits 
tipped off the trouble. They did so even when the trouble 





seemed at first to lie with outside things like money and in- 
terfering relatives. And, also, when sex seemed to be the 
main problem 

What are these four traits that can cause such an endless 
variety of troubles?

Some husbands with thorough 
understanding, great patience, and 
tact, may help their wives to 
identify the forces gnawing on their 
marriage.

And, in the 
business and professional world, 
there is still no over-all equality of 
the sexes; men more easily get bet- 
ter jobs, better pay. 

As a kind of compensation for 
their feelings of inferiority, some 
women belittle their husbands, 
others become domineering. 

Marriage itself introduces com- 
plications.

For one thing, she is much more 
dependent upon you than you are 
upon her. She may have left her 
job, given up independence to be-

For another, after marriage, you 
went right on with the work you 
had been doing, while vour wife 
had to undertake entirely new ob- 
ligations and functions. For her, 
marriage became a full-time job, 
while for you it is a part-time one 

It is a good idea for you to com- 
pensate your wife a little for the 
handicaps of womanhood 

You can return to her some de- 
gree, at least, of economic free- 
dom through an arrangement un- 
der which it isn’t necessary for her 
to be constantly asking for money. 


‘ew can appreciate the impor- 
tance of her contributions to the 
family, recognize that they are as 
vital as yours. You can understand 
that your wife’s job in the home re- 
quires, no less than does yours in 
business, the learning of skills. And 
you can show your understanding 
and appreciation, not in sporadic 
outbursts of excessive compliments, 
but quietly and consistently in your 
whole attitude 

Healthy at all times, such efforts 
on the part of the husband become 
even more so when any trouble be- 
tween him and his wife is the result 
of her dissatisfaction with being a 
woman. 

Obviously, the trouble with an 
Ellie Charles is much too deep- 
seated to be materially helped in 
this way. But in other cases, there's 
much the husband can do to re- 
move his wife’s feelings of inferior- 
ity, to make being a woman more 
attractive to her. 

The husband who doesn’t throw 
up his hands helplessly when 
symptoms of any of these four 
troublesome traits appear, but who 
recognizes them has a good chance 
of helping his wife 

But, finally, we have to come to 
an unavoidable fact: Although this 
article concentrates, as indicated in 
the beginning, on the difficulties of 
wives, it can’t entirely omit men- 
tion of the difficulties of husbands 

The very same factors that make 
wives tough to live with at times 
also operate in husbands. They, 
too, may have excessive emotional 
dependence, encumbering parental 
ties, a subtle need to suffer. They 
may even be rejecting, to a degree, 
the obligations of being a man. 


|, ee as well as wives may 
need help. And can get it. 

Ihe happy fact is that there is no 
arbitrarily and hopelessly contrary 
person man or woman however 
difficult and exasperating he or she 
may seem to be.

Edges. Before you start with 
roller, use brush to apply strip 
of paint along edges.

Woodwork guard. To keep 
paint off woodwork, use card- 
board square as a paint guard.

Alamos, now so much a part of us, 
drank in the charm and mellow 
beauty of its ancient, some half- 
crumbling but always proud casas, 
then: adios and hasta luego (au 
revoir). 

In retrospect, this we can say in 
all sincerity. Never have we en- 
joyed an experience as much as we 
did our 6 months in Alamos. The 
two excellent doctors or the two 
well-stocked drugstores never made 
a penny out of us; we weren’t sick 
a day. Never did we spend a peso 
in a curio shop; not a single such 
animal could be found in Alamos. 
Neither did we ever run across 
the run-of-the-mill tourist-town 
“guide,” or panhandler. The only 
precaution we ever took to keep 
healthy was this: We never drank 
unboiled water, never ate raw 
foods, except fruits. These we 
washed before peeling. And we al- 
ways scalded our dishes. 

In view of Alamos’ easy accessi- 
bility, it is an inexplicable phe- 
nomenon to us why so few tourists 
ever visit it. 

It’s true we did not find luxuri- 
ous hotels, motor courts, or expen- 
sive restaurants. The accommoda- 
tions were then definitely primi- 
tive, limited—but clean; the eating 
places were fascinating but to most, 
uninviting. But it would be a sim- 
ple matter to bring along a few 
pots and pans, a pressure cooker, 
camp stove, and a radio that works 
on AC, DC, and battery. With this 
equipment, you could set up house- 
keeping in the Alamos Hotel—or 
the Yaqui Desert. 

As to the plumbing, sorry 
Chick Sales only, but easily kept 
sanitary. If a longer stay is con- 


templated, modern plumbing can 
be installed in a jiffy, at low cost. 
In short, life in Alamos to us was 
not a hardship, but a pleasure. We 
left Alamos feeling that we were 
leaving behind us, temporarily, 
3,000 friends. It certainly had a 
great variety of things to offer: 
beautiful architecture, hunting and 
fishing, treasure hunting, or pros- 
pecting for the adventurous 
But it shines most invitingly as a 
little Paradise for the plain artistic 
loafer or for those, old or young, 
single or otherwise, male or female, 
who are not blessed with an over- 
load of worldly goods. For those 
who are looking for an ideal place 
to retire on a modest income, we 
found Alamos to be the answer. 
And, in looking back, I often re- 
call the unforgettable fiesta given 
us by our muy amigo (good friend) 
El General de Caballeria (General of 
Cavalry) Ramon Limon, the man 
who is entrusted with the task of 
keeping on friendly terms with the 
fierce Yaqui Indians in southern 
We had toasted this, that, 
and other things; never were bonds 
of friendship between our coun- 
tries more firmly cemented. And 
never had my good senora danced 
more strenuously, as the only norte 
americana present, with all the high, 
intermediate, and low brass, and 
finally with the most eager dancers 
of them all, the Mexican G.I’s 
“You see, Don Jay,” the Gener- 
al, whom I called just plain 
“lemon” at his own insistent re- 
quest, opined, “‘you in the north 
are wealthy, powerful; you rule the 
world. You have everything 
except, me parece (it seems to me), 
something you may have forgotten, 
or maybe never learned. That, for 
your own peace of mind, you 
should try to learn from us Mexi- 
canos. We have little, require litte;

Housebreaking’s no inside job. Take your pup for a walk five times a day 


By Russell K. Lowry 


B, all odds, the first item in dog 
training is housebreaking. A new 
pup’s just got to learn decent man- 
ners. That’s all there is to it. 

Lots of people get flustered when 
they tackle the job of housebreak- 
ing. They become excited and lose 
their tempers at what they think is 
stubbornness or plain stupidity. 
They will berate a poor puppy, 
beat him up, cuss him out, and 
otherwise get him so frightened 
and confused, he doesn’t know 
whether he’s coming or going. 

Of course, a young pup’s intelli- 
gence is practically zero. But right 
from birth, it’s amazing how easily 
a pup can distinguish between 
right and wrong, if given half a 
chance. Then, dogs are anxious to 
learn and they want to please. 
Which is another way of saying it’s 
really easy to housebreak a pup. In 
fact, we’ve accomplished the feat 
any number of times in one day. 
And our dogs are no more brilliant 
than the other fellow’s. 


ia 
F.: one thing, we shy away from 
“paper breaking” . the practice 
of laying out some newspapers in 
the corner of the room and shov- 
ing, coaxing, or plopping the pup 
in the midst of them at propitious 
moments. This is bad business, any 
way you look at it. And it only 
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makes the job of switching over to 
outdoor habits later doubly tough. 
I’ve known dogs to be given away 
or put to sleep because they 
couldn’t be persuaded to give up 
their newspaper ways when they 
grew up. Owners of other dogs go 
right on living with pets who con- 
tinue the newspaper habit all their 
lives, shrugging their shoulders and 
accepting the indoor business as a 
necessary routine. 


Rhos are creatures of habit. Once 
a dog has gotten into the habit of 
using newspapers indoors-——that’s 
it! From then on, nowhere else will 
do. So we avoid the newspaper 
training as we would the plague. 
Right off the bat, we take our pups 
outdoors five times daily on a leash. 
We set these airings by the clock, 
because a dog gets used to regular- 
ity and habit. 

When a pup has an indoor ac- 
cident, we get in a whack across

Tonight after eating, my dog 
wobbled and swayed, then collapsed 
from weakness. His hind legs 
seemed useless. He has never been 
sick, though I know he’s too fat. 
Please advise me what to do.— Mrs.

Most common cause of posterior 
paralysis or collapse is vitamin B de- 
ficiency in the regular diet. ‘““Too 
fat” also points to wrong feeding. 
Step up the meat supply, cooking it 
only slightly. Remember that ex- 
cessive cooking destroys valuable 
vitamin B. Mash up two brewers’ 
yeast tablets and mix them right in 
with the daily food. At the same 
time, cut down on all starchy foods 
somewhat. Feed no sweets, ice 
cream, or other “‘goodies.”’ They’re 
not for dogs.

clothes at home and go directly in- 
to the water at either Balboa or 
Laguna. 

Your first evening's dinner should 
be an event. At Laguna there's a 
famous place—Victor Hugo’s—on 
the ocean at the northern part of 
town. It’s only one of a dozen good 
restaurants in town, however. Two 
dollars a person will cover dinner. 


O. Balboa Island there is a small 
place, the Cape Cod House, run by 
a couple from Boston who do very 
well with seafood, especially aba- 
lone, a California specialty. (There's 
a state law prohibiting its export.) 
You can finish this comfortable, 
get-acquainted day with a drive in 
late evening along the coast high- 
way south to Dana Point; try to 
make it just after sundowa. The sky 
and the ocean, the white houses on 
the cliffs, the waves riding in like 
white horses are unforgettable. 


Second day 

You’re off early, headed north 
for Los Angeles on the coast high- 
way, U.S. 101 Alternate. Five miles 
north of Newport is Huntington 
Beach, with two miles of the finest 
ocean beach anywhere. Hunting- 
ton Beach is a forest of oil-well der- 
ricks, many of them whipstocked 
under the ocean bottom. (Whip- 
stocking is a method of drilling 
from the shore at an angle to bring 
in oil a mile down and almost a 
mile out from shore.) 

Here at Huntington Beach 30 
years ago was a little gun club on 
the salt flats. There was also a block 
of lots an encyclopedia company 
had picked up; salesmen give buy- 
ers a “‘free building lot in Califor- 
nia’ with every set of books. Then 
one bright morning, the discovery 
well, Bolsa Chica No. 1, blew its 
derrick over with a gusher of thou- 
sands of barrels of oil. The gun- 
club memberships were worth for- 
tunes, and encyclopedia buyers all 
over the nation got royalties. 


Frew Huntington Beach you con- 
tinue north along the ocean. At 
the Long Beach city limits, stay on 
the highway that skirts along the 
shore line through downtown Long 
Beach and past the famous Rain- 
bow Pier and ornate hotels. 

Offshore is Terminal Island, 
with the U. S. Navy Yard. You 
enter the port of Los Angeles, San 
Pedro, a sailor’s town—perfumed 
with crude oil and the salty holds of 
the tuna fleet. 

Keeping to the ocean road, you 
pass Fort MacArthur, and Point 
Fermin. This area is falling into the 
sea; there is a big hotel here, now 
abandoned, as the earth cracked 
open beneath it. If you stop, you 
can see these crevasses, some a foot 
wide. 

Look back for one of the world’s 
great views: below you the harbor 
with gray warships and rusty 
freighters, bright-painted tankers 
riding high when empty, rolling 
sluggishly with their black cargo; 


in the distance the gleaming city of 
Long Beach. As you round the 
point, you have come 45 miles from 
Newport. At Clifton you rejoin 
S. 101 Alternate. Los Angeles in- 
ternational Airport, 10 miles far- 
ther on, is worth a brief stop and 
the 25-cent parking fee. 

Five miles north on Sepulveda 
Boulevard (California No. 7), you 
drive through the grounds of the 
largest veterans’ hospital in the 
country. Just beyond these grounds 
is Sunset Boulevard; turn right, and 
a quarter-mile ahead is the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles 

Returning to Sunset Boulevard 
and heading east, you'll soon en- 
counter guides waiting to direct 
you to homes of movie stars. 


n 
4 ae right off Sunset at Canon 
Drive. In less than a mile, you 
reach downtown Beverly Hills 

You can lunch at the Beverly 
Hills Tropics. You are likely to see 
a handful or two of celebrities, and 
the food is excellent. Two dollars a 
person for lunch will be a good in- 
vestment here. Another place 
equally famous is Dave Chasen’s, 
at Robertson Boulevard. The Play- 
er’s, on the Sunset Strip, and 
Lucey’s, across from the Para- 
mount Studios on Melrose Ave- 
nue in Hollywood, are also popular 
eating places for movie people 

If you’re not especially interest- 
ed in Beverly Hills or movie stars, 
drive east on Santa Monica Boule- 
vard (the wide street with the flow- 
er-filled parkway marking the 
north end of the business district 
to Fairfax Avenue, turn right, and 
go south to 3rd Street. You are 
now at the Farmer’s Market. 

The Farmer’s Market was begun 
in the °30’s as an actual roadside 
market for farm produce. Today it 
is a shining village of shops and 
stalls, mostly still a grocer’s dream 
of Heaven—extra-fancy, prime, 
special-select. Even young children 
will enjoy this place, and the rest of 
the family will be fascinated by the 
pet animals, toys, foods you never 
dreamed of, candies, magic nuts, 
and shopping celebrities. Lunch 
will cost about a dollar and a half 
per person. 

A few blocks from the Farmer's 
Market on Wilshire Boulevard are 
La Brea Pits, pools of tar which 
have imprisoned fossils for 30,000 
years. Here are sculptured replicas 
of the cave bear, saber-toothed 
tiger, and other prehistoric beasts 
whose bones have been found in 
the sticky tar (brea). 


Four blocks south of the Farmer’s 
Market is Wilshire Boulevard’s 
Miracle Mile, a lavish shopping 
street, young and casual, looking 
more expensive than it really is. 

At La Brea Avenue the Miracle 
Mile ends, and you go north to 
Sunset Boulevard, where you turn 
right toward the radio studios 

The tempo is getting faster; you 
are approaching the heart of Holly- 
wood at Sunset and Vine, Western 


center of radio and TV. The blue- 
and-gray building on the corner is 
NBC. A quarter-mile east is the 
massive Modern structure of CBS. 


| | Sees across from CBS is 
“Gower Gulch” where motion- 
picture cowboys still hang out in 
their best Roy Rogers outfits. Some 
wear character clothes—‘‘old pros- 
pector with long beard,” “‘mean- 
looking member of the rustler 
gang,” “young, innocent cowboy 
who will get killed,’ and so on. 
Columbia Pictures is on Gower at 
Sunset; RKO is six blocks south on 
Gower at Melrose; Paramount is 


just east of RKO on Meirose. 


Most of the big radio programs 
go on around 4 o’clock—which 
brings them East at 6 or 7 o’clock. 
If you’re hungry after the broad- 
cast, go around the block back of 
NBC to Nickodell’s, or to Britting- 
ham’s in the CBS Studios. You may 
see radio and TV personalities at 
either of them. Dinner is about two 
dollars. 

Walk up Vine two blocks to 
Hollywood Boulevard. Walk as far 
west as Grauman’s Chinese Thea- 
ter, where the footprints of the 
famous are molded in the cement 
lorecourt, 

Hollywood Bowl is in the hills 
just a half mile to the north. There 
is a six-week summer season with 
concerts by great musicians. 


T 

he Griffith Park Observatory is 
a good alternate, afternoon or eve- 
ning, if you would prefer the 
planetarium and its fascinating 
drama of the skies. Near it is the 
Greek Theater, with a summer sea- 
son of operetta and musical comedy. 

As you head home at night, turn 
north on Cahuenga Boulevard 
(U.S. 101) and drive through 
Cahuenga Pass, busiest highway in 
the world. The peace treaty that 
gave California to the United States 
was signed here 104 years ago. 

Ahead of you is San Fernando 
Valley, whose neon-brilliant main 
street is Ventura Boulevard. The 
valley has blistering summer days 
and chill nights; it was worthless 
desert until water was brought 
there by aqueduct in 1913. 

Turn left at Laurel Canyon and 
climb back into the hills. At Mul- 
holland Drive, pause for a breath- 
less look at the night splendor of 
Las Angeles, a dazzling sparkle of 
light between dark hills. Continue 
on Laure! Canyon back to Sunset 
and turn right. For the next two 
miles, you are on the Sunset Strip, 
high above the city. The bright 
streak of glowing buildings in the 
foreground of the valley below is 
the Miracle Mile, the cluster of 
buildings to the left is Hollywood 
and Vine, in the distance you may 
see the beacon atop Los Angeles’ 
one tall building, the City ‘Hall. 

Follow Sunset to Sepulveda 
Boulevard, turn left, and you're 
headed home over the same route 
you came up this morning.

Magic dinners 


You'll be meals ahead if you can keep 2 or 3 dinners on 


hand in your freezer or the roomy freezing section of your 
refrigerator. Here’s how we prepared the fried-chicken din- 
ner shown on page 84: 


Fried Chicken: Toss chicken in unsalted flour; fry slowly, 
about 30 minutes, in !» inch of hot fat in skillet. Brown on 
all sides. Drain on paper toweling. Cover with waxed 
paper; cool thoroughly. 


French-fried Potatoes: Pare potatoes, then cut lengthwise 
in 34-inch-thick slices; cut slices in strips. Let stand in cold 
water 30 minutes. Drain; wipe dry. Fry to pale golden color 
in deep fat (360°). Do not salt. Drain on paper toweling. 
Cool. Fill aluminum-foil container. 


Corn sticks: Bake according to your favorite recipe. Cool. 


Asparagus: Place your own or commercially frozen as- 
paragus in aluminum-foil container. 


To freeze meal: Place all on cooky sheet as shown on page 
84. Wrap snugly with aluminum foil. Freeze immediately. 


Cranberry sauce: Cook sauce as you like it best. Cool. Fill 
paper cups. Put on the lids and freeze. 


Lemon chiffon pie: Make a graham-cracker or vanilla- 
wafer crust. Mold it into special paper pie plate. (The one 
in picture, page 84, is made of new high-temperature paper, 
has a metal rim for extra sturdiness.) Fill. Add the garnish 
of one whole strawberry and six halves (fresh or frozen). 

Freeze firm; then wrap in cellophane, foil, or moisture- 
vaporproof paper. Pie will look as perfect when you take it 
out of the freezer as the day you put it in. 


To serve your frozen dinner: See directions, page 84. 


Mere tips for frezen meals 


Meal bank: Have two or three meals ready in your freezer. 
You might have hamburger patties, brown ’n’ serve rolls, 
and corn on the cob all ready to go for one meal. Or 
browned pork chops, sweet potatoes rolled in sugar, and 
green peas. Or build a meal around individual meat loaves, 


Neat trick: If you’re freezing a meal for your skillet or Dutch 
oven, freeze it on the trivet or a round of cardboard cov- 
ered with foil. Then meal will fit the utensil when you take 
it out of freezer. 


Freeze these for parties 


Rolled sandwiches: Buy fresh, unsliced Pullman loaf. Cut 
crust from bottom. Spread cut surface of loaf with 1¢-inch- 
thick layer of well-seasoned sandwich filling. Then cut a 
\4-inch-thick slice of the spread bread. Lift slice carefully to 
cutting board; trim crusts. (Keep unsliced loaf covered with 
damp cloth meantime.) Roll slice as you would a jelly roll. 
Wrap each sandwich roll in aluminum foil or waxed paper. 
Twist ends to make snug package. Freeze. 


Canapes: Cut rectangles from sliced white bread, about 
214x1\ inches.

Spread on whole-wheat and 
white enriched bread. Note the 
different ways to slice—see picture, 
page 85. Place in plastic sandwich 
boxes or freezing bags, label, and 
freeze. 

Ice-cream cones: Fill cones; dip 
tops in crushed peppermint stick 
candy. Freeze. In summer, they'll 
be ready to lick in 2 or 3 minutes.

Bread: Bake bread in deep alumi- 
num-foil frozen-food containers. 
Cool, then wrap and freeze. You 
could use packaged roll mix. One 
package of mix makes 3 loaves. 


Chicken pies: Roll plain pastry 
and cut in rectangles to fit alumi- 
num-foil frozen-food containers 
loosely. Cut rectangles almost 
through with a chicken cooky cut- 
ter, crimp around edge with fork, 
and bake till golden on cooky sheet. 
Make filling of thickened chicken 
broth, chunks of chicken, a few 
peas, and bits of pimiento. Pour 
into aluminum frozen-food con- 
tainers. Cool. Top with pastry and 
reeze. Wrap in foil; return to freezer. 


Baked beans: Use all your oven 
space and make an extra batch of 
baked beans to freeze. Cool; fill 
paper cups; add lids. Freeze. ; 


Spaghetti sauce: Brew spaghetti 
sauce, cool, fill freezer jar; freeze. 
You could have frozen meat balls 
ready in freezer, too.

Freeze the extra chili, chicken 
a la king. sandwich spreads, and 
the rest of the big ham.

March is when gardening activities go 
into high gear over the country, when 


patience pays off. Here’s what to do: 


CALIFORMA 


Sow vegetable seeds and set out plants. To avoid disease, 
lon’t plant tomatoes in the same spot each year. 

Prevent sunscald on newly transplanted trees. Wrap bark, 
or shade them on windy and sunny sides. 

Mulch fuchsias instead of cultivating, if possible, since 
feeding roots are near surface. 

Divide mum plants now; feed and keep watered. 

Plant magnolias now. Roots are active, and you'll have 
the most success in transplanting. 

Prune fruit trees now. Remove as little as possible from 
small trees. 

Plant some of the new varieties of peaches available from 
your local nursery as Daily News 1-, 2-, 3-, and/or 4-Star. 
[hese new peaches combine abundant floral display in early 
spring with delicious fruit. 


CENTRAL AND BAST 


rim hedges to shape before growth starts. Straighten any 
fall-planted evergreens that are slanting due to uneven 
winter settling of earth. 

Remove mulches from perennials as soon as new shoots 
start to show. If you mulched with leaves, manure, or old 
straw, spade in as much as possible. 

Sow annual poppies as soon as the ground can be worked. 
Pansies must be planted early. They grow best in cool weath- 
er. Tuberous begonias can be potted now. Pot and start to 
force geraniums stored dry in cellar over winter. Fertilize 
your lawn when ground is frozen and clear of snow. 

Control scale insects on such trees and shrubs as apples, 
pears, elms, lilacs, euonymus, and pachysandra with a dor- 
mant-strength spray. Follow manufacturer’s directions care- 
fully. Temperature should be 45 degrees or above, and the 
spray should be applied the fore part of the day. Cover all 
evergreens, including broadleaf kinds, before using oil spray 
on nearby plants, or wet the evergreens with the hose before 
and after spraying. Spray does drift. 

Spray peonies with Bordeaux or other available copper 
spray material when the sprouts are about six inches tall. 
Give this early protection also to other perennials that often 
get disease, such as phlox and delphiniums. Repeat sprays at 
10-day intervals till buds show. 

Start indoors such vegetables as broccoli, Brussels sprouts, 

abbage, and head lettuce; set out next month. 


OUT 

SOUT! 

Weed now.-It’ll save you hours of work this summer. This 
is the time to feed your entire garden, too. 

And this is the last safe time until fall to plant perennials, 
vines, roses, shrubs, and trees. 

Sow hardy kinds in the north; both hardy and tender in 
the south. 

Mow ryegrass regularly. It should never become tall 


" enough to shade the summer grasses. 


When danger of frost has passed, set out bedding plants. 
Plant coleus, ferns, geraniums, petunias, sansevierias, thun- 
bergia, and Wandering Jew in boxes, urns, or in the soil. 

Except in Lower South, prune bush roses in March—early 
March in Middle South, late March in Upper South. Prune 
back to 10 inches. Use an all-purpose spray or dust weekly. 
Plant southern magnolia, Magnolia grandiflora. Give plenty of 
water the first season. There’s still time to transplant trees 
and shrubs in Middle and Upper South.

Resod barren and thin spots in the lawn. 

Start your spray or dust program immediately. Insects are 
abundant in March. 

Prune roses; remove old canes from climbers to help«on- 
trol mildew.

Fertilize and spray fruit trees. Prune off deadwood. 

Plant zinnias, marigolds, and other tender annuals after 
the middle of the month. 

Native hollies can be moved safely this month. 

Set out seedlings of alyssum, coreopsis, petunias, verbenas, 
and similar flowers started indoors as soon as danger of late 
frost is past in your area. 

Evergreen shrubs may be sheared lightly now to make 
them more dense. New growth covers cuts quickly. 


PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Complete rose pruning by the end of the month. Spray or 
dust your roses as soon as the first leaves unfurl. 

You can plant onions, lettuce, cabbage, early peas, carrots, 
and radishes now. 

The last week of March is a good time to plant tomatoes 
outdoors. They need warm weather. This is also a good time 
for sowing watermelon, squash, and other melonlike plants. 

Start tuberous begonia tubers in flats half-filled with sand 
and peat. Don’t overwater. 

It’s a good time to train shrubs by pruning. New growth 
is starting, and you can see where to make the cuts.

The diary of a plain 


The auditorium where I was showing color slides of new flower varieties 
could not be heated. Everybody kept their heavy coats on, and I did, too 


Marek I Winds blew chill and 
cold. Flakes of snow in the air this 
morn. Scratch, the dog, has been 
running away, and so ere David 
left for his classes, he tied him 
up with the long chain that is fas- 
tened to the Siberian elm—or Chi- 
nese if you prefer—at the northeast 
corner of the house. 

But there was a bright sun this 
morning. Before I could get away 
to my daily tasks—horrors—that 
pooch had picked a place to get 
what comfort he might from that 
sun. I looked out the east window, 
and there he was, taking a nap 
right on my narcissus plants that 
had pushed up mebbe three inches 
high in the summer weather of 
last month. 

his recalled to Maggie that long 
ago, we had a bed of lily-of-the- 
valley by our north door. That was 
the identical spot where our first 
dog, the big German shepherd, 
would take his summer shade siesta. 
So the pretty little flowers disap- 
peared “We ought to get some 
more and plant them,” mused 
Maggie. So remind me to do it 
when planting time comes, in a few 
weeks. 

Speaking of planting, these are 
mighty uncertain times, and I’m 
not smart enough to know what is 


ahead. But I do think that this will 


be a good year to grow as many of 


our own vegetables as we are able 
along with the flowers. We always 
do anyhow, but we plan to grow 
more than we did in 1950, so there 
will be plenty of surplus for freezing 
and canning.

Marigold Glitters is 
one of the best giant-flowered mari- 
golds I have ever seen.

March 2 Here it was nearly down 
to zero this morning and there was 
that one crocus bloom by the front 
of the house, all sadly withered, 
amid the light snow of last night.

It would have been a great 
blessing if we could have slipped 
out with them. 


March 3 Once again duty called, 
and instead of sitting by our own 
fireside, I had to bundle up and 
go out in the cold to a local garden 
meeting. I was not the speaker at 
all, but I really needed to be there 
in connection with some business 
to be brought up. Why, oh why, 
do all the garden clubs pick early 
March for their important meet- 
ings? Why not May? 


Marek 4 Sunny day, things be- 
ginning to get warmer outside. I 
worked up a bit of garden fever. 
But duties at my desk kept me 
right at the jolly old job. David 
saved the day. He carried out the 
ashes. 

Maggie made an oration about 
the trash on the lawn. She vowed 
she would get out and pick it up 
herself. But just between us, when

night came, she hadn’t actually 
made a move in that direction. 
She was just trving to bluff David 
and me into doing it 


Marek & Now is the hour, and the 
day is at hand. Bright was the sun 
and warmer grew the day, until 
toward afternoon the thermometer 
stood at 60. The crocuses at the 
south of the house began to pop 
open, until there was a yellow line 
clear across the front 

So I went out and began to hunt 
for my pruning tools. I found my 
good pruning shears that had been 
lost for more than a year. I found 
the light lopping shears where they 
should be. But I couldn't find the 
heavy lopping shears, which I 
needed most. I paced back and 
forth about three times between 
the little tool shed and the garage. 
At last I found them under some 
burlap in the shed 

Phen, triple-armed, I tackled 
the big Amur maple hedge at the 
back that needs a heavy pruning 
every spring to keep it from grow- 
ing into small trees. This time I 
want to do an extra-good job. It 
has grown too high, so I want to 
thin out part of the top to get it 
back shorter.

between their calls, I could hear 
the tweet, tweet of the titmice. I 
listened a bit, roused up, then out 
and down to rouse up the furnace 
Then to the kitchen where I had 
coffee and bacon going before even 
Maggie got there.

The right grass 
Or Vour law 


By Dale Somers 


L your lawn fails to provide the thick, attractive turf you 
want around your home, don’t let another season slip by 
without making sure the grass you are trying to grow is 
right for your soil, climate, sun, and shade. 

Each lawn grass has its own demands, will yellow and 
fall unless they are met. You can buy mixtures of good 
turf grasses that will do well on your lawn—if they are 
suited to your needs. Read labels——avoid those top-heavy 
with temporary or “nurse” grasses for quick growth and 
lesser amounts of permanent grasses adapted to your 
special conditions. You'll use less seed and save money. 

If you buy special shade mixtures, make sure the pro- 
portion of pure seed adapted to shade is predominant. 
Reject any mixture without full information as to con- 
tents. Percent of germination should be 80 or more, and 
no more than three-tenths of 1 percent should be weed 
seed. 

Local soil and climatic conditions vary widely. See map 
and list of grasses at right for a general guide.

5. Sow the seeds uniformly 
thick, just so they do not 
touch. Furrows needn't be 
more than an eighth of an 
inch deep. Use an old kitchen 
sieve to sereen soil over top 
when all seeds are sown. Tap 
sieve while moving back and 
forth to get light, uniform 
covering of soil. Planting at 
uneven depths means a spot- 
ty, inferior stand of seedlings 


7. Water soil after firming. 
Place a strip of burlap over 
the box and pour water over 
it. The water will seep 
through and into soil gently. 
Water must not be poured on 
bare soil with force. Or you 
can water by setting box in 
pan of water. When you see 
moisture on the soil surface, 
remove the box and set it 
aside to drain. Keep box warm

4. Next mark off straight rows 
about two inches wide, as 
shown. Then your seedlings 
will get plenty of air and 
light and be easy to trans- 
plant. If you have two kinds 
to sow, you can broadcast 
seeds by sections. But when 
soil is infested with weed 
seedlings, rows make it eas- 
ier to tell the varieties from 
weeds—and to dig out plants 


6. Do not cover with more 
than one-fourth inch of soil. 
Then you will be ready to 
firm the loose soil over the 
seeds. You will find the soil 
tamper handy for this, too. 
Turn handle over and use as 
shown. Or you can use the 
smooth side of a brick. A 
gentle pressure will do the 
job. This step is necessary 
for your success with seedlings 


8. Now cover box with news- 
paper, or a piece of glass. This 
will prevent fast drying with 
possible injury to tender ger- 
minating seeds. As soon as 
the first seedlings appear, re- 
move the covering. If you use 
glass, leave on a little longer, 
but slide to side a bit to give 
air. Don’t allow soil to dry

It’s good for Billy to 

I dad cheering for him 

Billy goes off by himself 

o play, because he’s 

big enough” now and doesn't 

need Dad around to supervise. But 

in a crucial game like this, it makes 

him feel a litthey more important 

and confident to know that his dad 
is there rooting for him. 


What’s wrong. It’s too bad Dad 
didn’t just stick to rooting. Instead, 
he scored two errors by (1) signal- 
ing Billy to steal home, and (2) 
getting into the argument after 
Billy was called out by the umpire 
His mistakes both add up to one 
thing: He is keeping Billy from 
learning how to stand on his own 
feet and hold his own with the 
other kids. It isn’t so important 
whether Billy wins or loses as it is to 
let him learn how to take respon- 
sibility for his own actions and face 
up to the consequences. 

All youngsters, at the age of 9, are 
in an endless tug-of-war between 
staying little and growing up. They 
are eas now, to be part of a 
gang, to be treated like an adult, 
not to be babied or have the other 
kids think they are “‘sissies.”’ But 
just as much, they want to know 
that you are still there and that 
they can always turn to you when 
the going is rough. 

Every dad is a hero to his child of 
9. It’s a wise father, however, who 
can use his hero-role to help his 
youngster discover and develop 
confidence in his own abilitie 
stead of handing down decisions to 
him from above. 

Your youngster has already 
learned to turn to you for help in 
deciding what to do. When he gets 
to be 9 or so, he needs to find his 
place with youngsters of his age 
and be guided as much by what 
they think as what you think. To 
lead without being “bossy,” to 
play by the rules of the game, to 
take turns, to lose gracefully as well 
as to win-—these things he learns 
from the gang. Nothing worse 
could happen to him at this age 
than to find himself an “‘outsider.” 

You can succeed where Billy’s 
father failed—by giving your child 
the courage to settle his own 
troubles, letting him know that you 
do not expect him to always win, 
and that you love and stand behind 
him whatever happens.

possible to open or shut. 

8. Garage window is in wrong 
wall. The inside of a garage is never 
beautiful, so why have it visible 
from the porch? Window near the 
rear in the side wall would serve 
the same purpose. 

9. Door from porch to yard 
would be better placed as close to 
the garage on the side wall as pos- 
sible. Reason: traffic lane through 
the porch will be shorter and a bet- 
ter chair-grouping possible. 

10. There is no rear door out of 
the kitchen. This means ‘carrying 
garbage, trash, and wet laundry 
across the porch. 

11. A window in the north wall 
of the kitchen would cost no more 
than the piece of wall it replaced, 
could serve as a pass-through to 
the porch, and would let more light 
into the kitchen. 

12. Since the prevailing breeze 
in summer comes from either the 
southwest or southeast in most of 
the country, the porch is not well 
located. It will get little breeze, 
and suffer the heat and glare of the 
late-afternoon sun all. summer. To 
put the porch in the proper place 
would mean redesigning the house. 

13, Toilet and linen closet should 
be reversed, since toilet projects as 
far from the wall as the tub, while

14. If you live south of the 
Mason-Dixon line, you’re forgiven 
for missing this one. Orientation ot 
the garage in northern climates will

16. Because the front wall of the 
house is straight, the exterior will 
be extremely uninteresting. A jog 
in a wall may cost a little, but it is 
worth the expense in looks.

Better adapted to 
light or acid soils than bluegrass, 
bent strains make a thickly matted 
turf but require more care than 
other lawn grasses 

Disease-resistant Colonial bent 
is good in intermediate locations 
and soils with a mixture of blue- 
grass, needs fewer mowings, top- 
dressings than other bent strains 
Astoria and Highland are out- 
standing strains 

Redtop, one of the bent family, 
has a creeping habit of growth, 
makes a coarse, loose turf, grows 
under great variety of conditions 
A vigorous grower, it is used as a 
“nurse” crop, is not recommended 
for lawns by itself. 


Fescues. Strains of Creeping Red 
fescue make good lawns on sandy, 
gravelly soils, will stand more shade 
than other kinds. Chewing’s, Ila- 
hee, and Oregon strains adapt 
widely to soil types, are drouth- 
resistant. Fescues with Colonial 
bents make a good lawn. 


Bermuda. Adapted to clay, loam 
soils of South, Bermuda does best 
in full sun, won't stay green all 
winter. U-3 strain stays green 
longer, is fine-bladed and vigorous. 
Bermuda spreads rapidly, can be a 
pest close to flower beds. 


Carpet grass. Grown in sandy soils 
where moisture is near the surface, 
it largely replaces Bermuda on 
sandy soils of South. Carpet grass 
does best in acid range. 


Augustine. Thrives in tropical 
areas where climate is mild, humid- 
ity high. St. Augustine has a creep- 
ing root stock, stays green prac- 
tically all year. 


Zoysias. Matrella and Japonica 
Strains are widely used south of 
Washington, D. C. These grasses 
produce tough, close sod that does 
not require frequent mowing. ( 7rass 
doesn’t green up early but holds 
color in sun or shade. Zoysias are 
established by planting of sprigs. 


Ryegrasses. Perennial rye is a 
tufted, short-lived perennial with 
high germination of seeds. Italian 
ryegrass is also a quick turf pro- 
ducer. Ryegrass makes a hard-to- 
mow lawn, is adapted only as a 
“nurse” in mixtures when used in 
small quantities.

Morton Ar- 
boretum notes experiments in tree feeding at Missouri Botan- 
ical Garden which show oaks will keep pace with elms and 
sycamores under systematic fertilizing. 

One of our finest natives, red oak is tall, straight, with 
massive, angled branches and open, symmetrical crown. 
Leaves are ornamental in summer, turn attractive shades of 
red in autumn, stay on trees a month or more after most 
other kinds are bare. It needs space to develop. 

Fairly easy to transplant in early spring and moderately 
tolerant of soot and smoke, red oak grows in any well- 
drained soil, does well along East and West coasts, except 
Florida, as well as inland in northern localities. 

The pryamidal form of the good-looking, easily trans- 
planted, fast-growing pin oak, Quercus palustris, leaves little 
to be desired for parkway planting. Its many slender 
branches, ascending above and drooping below, form a nar- 
row shade tree particularly good for homesites or city streets.

When grown in the open for shade, it has a short trunk 
with stout, ascending branches. Leaves are thin, bright, 
rich green in summer, become brilliant yellow, orange, and 
scarlet in autumn. The dense shade discourages a lawn. 

Fast-growing American linden, 7ilia Americana, or bass- 
wood, ranges over the United States where moist soil is 
available, transplants easily. Silver linden, a shapely tree 
hardy from western Massachusetts and central New York 
southward, withstands heat and drouth, may be grown suc- 
cessfully along the seacoast. Small-leaved European linden 
is satisfactory for suburban areas 

Preference of lindens for wet soi! and their attraction for 
insects limit their value, however. Lindens also are suscep- 
tible to disease, although usually none is serious.

shipping charges. While smaller- 
sized seedlings can be bought for 
less, consider the tree you buy an 
investment rather than an expense. 
If you splurge a little and plant one 
3 or 4 inches in diameter, it will 
pay you early dividends in shade. 

Mature specimens can be trans- 
planted safely, but costs run into 
hundreds of dollars. 

Most small shade trees may be 
moved in early spring before leaves 
emerge or in early fall after leaf 
growth has ceased. Early spring, 
however, is probably the best time 
to transplant trees, big or small, 
where the ground freezes to a con- 


siderable de pth. 


Planting hints. lf you buy a tree 
4 inches or more in diameter, 
you'll probably get better results if 
you let the nurseryman plant it— 
and prune it. If you do it yourself, 
dig the hole at least a foot wider 
and 6 inches or so deeper than the 
root system. 

Place well-rotted manure or fer- 
tilizer in the bottom of the hole and 
backfill with about 6 inches of soil 
before setting the tree. Add a buck- 
et or two of water after inserting 
the tree and covering the_roots with 
soil. Use good, fertile loam for 
backfill. 

Newly planted trees up to 3 
inches in diameter need support. 
A single stake, long enough to 
reach up into the lower part of the 
crown after being driven down to 
solid soil about a foot from the base 
of the tree, will do. Fasten the tree 
to the stake with wire run through 
a piece of old garden hose to pre- 
vent cutting of the bark. 

Trees more than 3 inches in di- 
ameter should be guyed down with 
wires. (See sketch, page 295.) 


Tes a good idea to mulch a cir- 
cle over the root area of a newly 
planted tree with a 2 to 3 inch 
layer of peatmoss, leaves, straw, or 
hay. This reduces evaporation, 
prevents early freezing. 

Thin bark trees-—maples, lin- 
dens, and pin oaks—should have 
their trunks protected with burlap 
or tough paper for at least two 
years to prevent sunscald of the 
bark. 

Water is most important to a 
new tree, and the soil should be 
kept moist at all times, and well 
saturated occasionally. Avoid wa- 
terlogging, however. 

Beauty and health of the trees 
you plant depend greatly on the 
care you give them. Advice on 
spraying, feeding, watering, and 
pruning can be obtained from your 
county agent, state experiment 
station, or any local nurseryman. 
It pays to use it. 

Choosing trees with care for 
their good qualities and to fit your 
location is a wise move. Real- 
estate men recognize trees as a big 
factor in home sales.

wood-turning lathe. It will turn 
round spindles of all sizes and 
forms, flat or dished round shapes, 
balls and spools galore. A lathe can 
be placed against a wall; the only 
end space you'll need will be stand- 
ing room for outboard turning. 

There are many more machines 
available; there seems to be no 
limit to the number and variety 
You will investigate all of them as 
your interest and skill increase. And 
you'll find yourself adapting and 
improving the machines you al- 
ready have, fitting them to vour 
own needs. Therein lies much of 
the fun of home handicraft. 

There is one more important al- 
ternative to consider in your work- 
shop planning. It may be that 
you'll prefer tools you can move 
around your house and yard easily, 
for work at the actual site of the 
project. In that case, look over the 
large number of portable power 
tools now available—circular saws 
and hand drills, sanders and polish- 
ers. About the only machine you 
can’t duplicate to some extent in a 
portable tool is the lathe. 


“ 
T wo other improvements you may 
want to add to your workshop are a 
working counter and a paint-spray 
booth. 

The counter can serve several 
needs. It can hold a power tool or 
two, supply space for a drawing 
board, furnish a long, sturdy sur- 
face. for, assembling projects or 
spreading out parts of home equip- 
ment being repaired. 

Like the workbench, it needs 
good light. The top should be 
smooth, hard, easy to clean. Make 
the counter higher than your work- 
bench, about 42 inches from the 
floor. This height is comfortable for 
close-detail work while you stand, 
or lets you sit on a kitchen stool. 

The paint-spray booth is some- 
thing you'll want as you become 
more and more of a perfectionist on 
finishing. With a spray gun, you 
can lay on lacquers, varnishes, 
enamels, and other finishes with 
professional smoothness 

The booth needn’t be large—a 
6x6-foot area will handle most proj- 
ects. Close its working side with a 
canvas curtain to keep out shop 
dust. Add a powerful wall fan to 
exhaust paint mist and fumes. 
Never smoke while spraying, and 
wear a mask as you work. A re- 
volving table, two feet high, will let 
you spray projects from all angles.

Third day 

Start out south along the ocean 
Two miles south of Dana Point 
named after Charles Dana, who 
wrote of it in Two Years Before the 
Mast, turn left on California 74 
Three miles east, you come to the 
ruins of San Juan Capistrano Mis- 
sion, with its arches, gardens, tame 
pigeons, museum, and chapel 

Capistrano is the mission famous 
for its swallows, which fly away in 
October and return on St. Joseph's 
Day each spring. 

Turn back to the ocean highway 
and head south, 65 miles to San 
Diego. At Del Mar is the San Diego 
County Fairgrounds and Race 
Track, once owned by Bing Crosby 
Torrey Pines State Park, two miles 
beyond, is noted for these long 
needled, grotesque pines

to the ocean road, leaving 
101, and you'll come to La Jolla 
(pronounced lah hoy-yah), which 
everybody will tell you means 
“the jewel.”” Some say La Jolla is 
the most beautiful town in Amei 
ica. The bathing coves are protect- 
ed by headlands carved by waves 
In the cliffs are seven caves also 
carved by the surf. You can step 
into one of the caverns and see how 
the ocean water left red- and green- 
colored minerals on the floor. 

San Diego, on down 101, is a 
Navy town. The harbor’s sure to 
have some warships, and the ais 
will be loud with the roar of planes 

Your family will love the zoo in 
Balboa Park. It is one of America’s 
great zoos, full of happy animals 
especially monkeys and great apes 
You'll want to lunch in Tijuana, so 
it may be good to break the San 
Diego exploration into two parts 

Tijuana, 10 miles south of the 
border, is the gaudy, dusty, bright- 
splashed town of “Aunt Jane.” 
Find out about current regulations 
on duty-free goods before you 
leave the United States. You'll find 
expertly worked leather goods, ap- 
parent bargains in silver, perfume. 
purses. 

For lunch, find some clean nook 
and go all out for Mexican special- 
ties like tortillas, enchiladas, and 
chile relleno.

Fifth day 

There’s a lot to Los Angeles out- 
side Hollywood, so you're going 
there again today. Go north on U. 
S. 101 Alternate to Califorma 39, 
and then to 101 Bypass, which will 
bring you right into downtown Los 
Angeles 

From the Gray Line Sight-seeing 
Terminal (1207 West Third Street) 
or from in front of Clifton’s Pacific 
Seas Cafeteria (Olive Street near 
6th), you can take a sight-seeing 
bus tour lasting three hours. (Adults, 
$4; children, 5 to 12, half-fare.) It 
takes you through the Warner 
Brothers Studio and lets you visit 
Angelus Temple, founded by Aimee 
Semple McPherson, as well as 
showing you the old sections of Los 
Angeles. This is the best way of see- 
ing a motion-picture studio unless 
you know a big shot. 

Back from your tour, you can try 
Clifton’s Cafeteria for lunch. The 
Pacific Seas, as this one is called, is 
a high-ceilinged jungle of tropic 
plants, neon tubing in pinks, pur- 
ples, and greens, organ music: but 
a really good lunch will cost you 
only 60 cents apiece. 

After lunch, take a ride up 
Angel’s Flight, an inclined railway 
whose two little cars balance each 
other like the weights on a grand- 
father’s clock as they go up and 
down the 33-percent grade to 
Bunker Hill.

There is a ros¢ 
garden, a cactus garden, a Japanese 
garden, and a tropical garden 

Pasadena, just north of San 
Marino, world-known

glass homes in the top layer of the

Of all the long string 
established by the padres along the 
California Camino Real (great high- 
way) a century and more ago, this 
beautiful and graceful mission is 
the only one which has remained 
alive, the only one whose altar fire 
has never flickered out.

Going home, cut off from 101 
Alternate at El Rio (5 miles south 
of Ventura), and take main U.S 
101 through Thousand Oaks, Sher- 
wood Forest, and Calabasas. Turn 
right on California 27 beyond Cala- 
basas for the ocean road and home. 


Seventh day 

There are two good choices: 

By plane or boat, you may go to 
the enchanted island in the sea, 
Santa Catalina, which you have 
doubtless seen looming on the 
horizon. The big Catalina steamer 
leaves from Wilmington, six miles 
bevond Long Beach on 101 Alter- 
nate, at 9:30 every morning. The 
voyage crossing takes two hours, 
costs $4.55 weekdays, $5.80 week- 
ends and holidays, round trip. 

On the island you can visit the 
free bird park, semitropic and shrill 
with strange exotic birds, take the 
Glass Bottom Boat for a tour of 
undersea gardens, go to Seal Rocks, 
and dance free at the Casino. 

Your other choice is a drive to 
the lovely mountain lakes of Arrow- 
head and Big Bear, 112 miles away 
Take California 55 from Newport 
to California 18 beyond Santa Ana. 
Follow 18 to the Rim-of-the-World 
Drive, which takes you from Ar- 
rowhead around Big Bear and 
Baldwin Lakes. Expect it to be 
brisk and windy, cold as soon as the 
sun is out of sight. 


B. sure to look over Newport be- 
fore you leave; stop in at the Stag 
near the Newport pier and listen to 
the deep-sea fishermen talk of their 
harvest. They're leather-faced, big- 
chested sailors who range from 
Ketchikan to Panama in their pow- 
erful boats, gambling against Alas- 
kan fog, tropic sun, boat-crushing 
waves for a $30,000 load of alba- 
core, tuna, or sardine. 

Have breakfast at Rossmore’s in 
the Balboa Pavilion at 4:30 some 
morning (a good restaurant for the 
family, not expensive, with glass 
walls facing the busy boat-filled 
bay) and try one of the early- 
morning fishing boats. You'll get 
that deep ocean tan and fish, too.
